IE LEVEE GIVES AWAY 


Fulton, Ark., Feb. 23 (ZP) — 
Raging waters of the Red riv er 
today threatened to force ev ac­ 
uation of this little southwest 
Arkansas town, where more than 
a century ago French and Span­ 
ish traders bartered to the In­ 
dians goods brought upstream 
from New Orleans. 
A few townspeople departed 
last night but most remained, 
hopeful that the giant protect­ 
ing lev ee again would perform 
the task for which it was built 
more than 30 years ago. 
The stream, at an all-time 
high of 35.7 feet, was sev eral 
feet higher than the town itself, 
snuggling behind the dike, and 
lapped within a few inches of 
the top of the lev ee. The pre­ 
v ious high stage, in 1927, was 
35.6. 
Why the majority of the 593 
inhabitants did not flee was 
summed up by Ben A. Wilson, a 
resident for the past 29 years: 
“Most of the people hav e liv ed 
here so long they are not afraid 
— they just can’t believ e that 
the lev ee won’t hold.” 
"A lev ee break three miles east 
of here aggrav ated Fulton’s sit­ 
uation. Water pouring through 
the break started backing up to­ 
ward the town. Two hundred 
and fifty WPA workers and 
scores of v olunteers threw up 
an emergency lev ee in an at­ 
tempt to halt the backwater.’ 
Two other breaks to the west 
inundated thousands of acres of 
rich farm lands and caused clos­ 
ing, at Index of the trunk line 
highway through western Ar­ 
kansas from Texarkana to Fort 
Smith. 
In the adjacent flooded low­ 
lands, operators of patrol boats 
expressed belief that all refugees 
had been brought to safety. 
Tension eased in central and 
eastern Arkansas, where the Ar­ 
kansas, White, Cache and Black 
riv ers had driv en hundreds from 
their homes in the past week. 
Workers apparently had won a 
lev ee fight at Pine Bluff.

London, Feb. 23 (JP)—The 
British labor party and trades 
union council issued a manifesto 
today demanding that the gov ­ 
ernment submit its foreign poli­ 
cy to an immediate general elec­ 
tion. 
“The gov ernment holds no 
mandate for the v ital change it 
has made in foreign policy,” the 
manifesto declared. 
The demand that Chamber­ 
lain’s cabinet go to the country 
followed two consequences of the 
resignation of Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and the substitu­ 
tion of “realistic diplomacy” for 
his “idealism.” They were — 
1. Failure yesterday of the op­ 
position in the house of com­ 
mons to pass a motion of cen­ 
sure on Chamberlain’s foreign 
policy. 
2. Forecasts in political circles 
today of an early approach to 
Germany on the lines of the 
prime minister’s “realistic” bid 
for the friendship of Italy’s Pre­ 
mier Mussolini.« 
British gov ernment opposition 
gathered strength today for con­ 
tinued attacks against the na­ 
tion’s new foreign policy of 
European appeasement outside 
the League of Nations. 
As Prime Minister Chamber­ 
lain prepared to start British- 
Italian friendship talks, organ­ 
izations representing the opposi­ 
tion labor party, trade unions 
and League of Nations peace as­ 
sociations arranged for further 
demonstrations like that in the 
House of Commons yesterday. 
The opposition backed the 
idealism of Anthony Eden, who 
resigned the foreign secretary­ 
ship rather than pursue Italian 
friendship talks under circum­ 
stances which he held would in­ 
dicate Britain was yielding to 
pressure from the Fascist pre­ 
mier Mussolini. 
Chamberlain, who held it his 
duty to seek peace with Musso­ 
lini and Germany’s Hitler and 
av oid “the frightful question” of 
war, was reassured in his policy 
of practical dealings by a 330 to 
168 v ote of confidence from the 
House of Commons. 
The conserv ativ e party pre­ 
mier planned to confer tomorrow 
with Viscount Halifax, acting as 
temporary foreign secretary, and 
with the Earl of Perth, British 
ambassador to Rome who was 
called back to London for in­ 
structions on the Italian talks.

They 
regard it as a p ersonal affront that nations still 
ex ist in which newsp ap ers and ind iv id u als are 
p ermitted to criticize them when they slau ghter 
women and babies in Sp ain, Ethiop ia and China. 
They feel — p erhap s rightly — that while 
Democracy end u res in a single nation d ictator­ 
ship is not safe in the d ark sp ots of the earth. 
The consternation in the British cabinet is u n­ 
d erstand able. Once again Great Britain, which 
has been belted abou t by Mu ssolini u ntil mu ch 
of her old p restige is gone, is faced by the 
necessity of making hu miliating concessions or 
accep ting the alternativ e.

W hat wou ld the alternativ e be? 
Unless Hit­ 
ler’s most recent word s are sou nd ing brass and 
tinkling cy mbal, it wou ld be war. The gage of 
battle is not easy for a sane nation, u nd er re­ 
sp onsible lead ership , to accep t these d ay s when 
the wou nd s of twenty y ears ago are still u n­ 
closed .

FROM FARMER TO VASSAL 
Enactment of the latest agricu ltu ral bill shou ld 
not cau se American farmers to fling their straw 
hats in the air and shou t enthu siastically . The 
measu re is su p p osed to bring agrarian relief. 
Bu t what it actu ally will d o is su bject the na­ 
tion’s farm p op u lation to a brand of bu reau ­ 
cratic control that has alway s been anathem a 
to free p eop le. 
The farmer will be v iolating the law if he lets 
his cattle or chickens stray into certain p ro­ 
hibited p astu res. He will hav e to p ay his labor­ 
ers a scale of wages fix ed by official Washington. 
He cannot sow the seed s he chooses or gather 
the crop s withou t getting an O. K. from the 
centre of gov ernment. 
In ord er to comp ly with this new mod u s op er­ 
and i of the more abu nd ant life, the farmer, in 
ad d ition, will hav e to establish a bookkeep ing 
d ep artment, for he will be beset by the same 
kind of official d emand s for statistical informa­ 
tion that are now cau sing so marked an ad ­ 
v ance in bu siness and ind u strial ov erhead . 
And the worst of it is that this is p robably 
ju st a beginning. Let the Washington bu reau ­ 
crats start fu nctioning in fu ll swing, and there 
will be no stop p ing them.
